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New Election Coiled far 


BOARD DECL 





At Wednesday’s meeting of the 
Election Committee it was de- 
cided that the group will re- 
commend to the Board of Justice 
that the ASSSC Spring Election 
of April 26-27 be invalidated and 
rescheduled because of ‘‘confus- 
ing and unsatisfactory voting pro- 
cedures, ”’ 

Two decisions concerning the 
election will be made next week 
by the Board of Justice and the 
Student Senate (BOD) before new 
elections can be held, The meet- 
ing is set for Tuesday, May 10 
at 1 pm. 

The Board of Justice will take 
up the recommendation of the 
Election Committee for a new 
election, and will hear arguments 
for and against holding a new 
election, 

If the Board of Justice decides 
that the election was heldimpro- 
perly, then the Student Senate, 
or the AS President Kit Oase 
must also decide whether or not 
a new election should be held 
If two branches of the student 
legislature decide for anew elec- 
tion, then a new election will 
be held, probably at the end of

next week or the beginning of 
the following week. 

The issue of write-in candi- 
dates for president and vice- 
president still remains unsettled, 
The Board of Justice has the 
option to declare unconstitutional 
the controversial section of the 
election code which voids write- 
in votes for president. If they 
decide that this section is un 
constitutional, then it will be 
eliminated from the Election 
Code and write-in votes for pre- 
sident and vice-president will be 
counted, 

If the Board of Justice does 
not rule on the constitutionality 
of the section, then the Student 
Senate has the option to change 
the code if they feel that it needs 
to be changed Wf the Board of 
Justice and Student Senate do not 
change the Election Code and if 
it is decided that a new election 
should be held, write-in votes for 
president and v.p. will not be 
allowed during next week’s 
election. 

Ralph Schmidt, who ran for 
president in last weeks election 
said that if the code is changed

and write-in votes counted, he 
will request his name not appear 
on the ballot. Schmidt said that 
if the code is not changed, then 
his name will appear, The issue 
of the election code will probably 
come up at a special meeting of 
the Student Senate today at 3 pm 
in the Ribera Room, 

In response to the action taken 
by the Election Board on 
Wednesday, a new problem has 
arisen over whether or not a 
new election should be held for 
all the candidates, or just for 
the offices of president and vice 
president, At the Election Com- 
mittee hearing most persons 
present expressed concern only 
over the way the election was 
handled for president and vice 
president. Orrin Everhart, who 
ran as a write-in candidate for 
Chairman of the Student Senate, 
Said that he felt the whole elec- 
tion should be done over due to 
mass confusion in voting pro- 
cedures and the general mis- 
handling of the whole procedure, 

At the hearing Doug Carter 
contested the election. With a 
10 page documented brief

Raimundo, who will hold the 
formal position as Editor-in-chief 
of the Hornet, has written a Hornet 
column entitled ‘‘6000-J . . .

Also 
active in campus fraternities, he 
was president of the Inter-fra- 
ternity Council and a member of 
Sigma Phi Epsilon, Alpha Phi 
Gamma and the California Inter- 
collegiate Press Association, 


Haskins, who was re-appointed 
editor of Scope Magazine, also held 
the editorship of that publication 
this year. He is a journalism 
major and will be returning next 
year as a senior, This year he 
has worked as entertainment editor 
of the Hornet and is staff car- 
toonist. While he was at Sacra~ 
mento City College, he was also 
entertainment editor of ‘*The Pony 
Express,”’ He is vice president of 
Sigma Delta Chi and a member 
of Alpha Phi Gamma, 

When asked what his plans were 


for next year’s magazine, Haskins 
reolied they are going to try to 
make it ‘‘more of a news feature’’ 
publication, ‘‘Assuming that 
enough funds are allocated for the 
purpose,’”’ he continued, ‘‘we may 
even distribute Scope free,”’ 

The new editor of the States- 
man, Gordon Scott, will be a senior 
history major next year. He was 
Sports editor of last year’s year- 
book and was Greek editor for the 
1967 edition, He is a member of 
both Sigma Phi Epsilon and Blue 
Key. 

Scott’s plans for next year’s 
Statesman include the use of more 
photo essays. He also hopes to 
distribute the yearbook in March 
and put out a supplement to it 
later on in the spring, 

Under the recommendation of 
the Board of Publications , next 
year will mark the beginning of 
a new plan which will shorten 
each Hornet editors term of of- 
fice to one semester rather than a 
full year. Editors can be re- 
elected however, at the mid-year 
election, 
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he cited numerous witnesses to 
voting irregularities, When he 
was asked by Nadine Weinberg, 
Election Committee Chairman a- 
bout his eligability for president, 
Carter replied, ‘‘That is not the 
question at this point.’’ Carter’s 
eligibility was at question earlier 
before the election was held 


Also speaking at the hearing 
was Richard Pitcher, an unaffil- 
liated Sociology major. He ex- 
pressed great dismay over the 
fact 44% of the voters had their 
votes invalidated due to the poor 
handling of the election. He also 
said that there was coercion and 
misrepresentation at the polls 
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and the election must be rerun 
if the student government is to 
have any legitimacy. 

AS president Oase said that if 
a new election is held, it should 
unly be for president and vice- 
president, 

Since the recommendations 
from the Election Committee to 
the Board of Justice were not 
explicit as to what part of elec- 
tion should be rerun, it is ex- 
pected that there will be a fight 
over the election and the Election 
code at the Friday meeting of 
the Student Senate and the Tues- 
day meeting of the Board of Jus- 
tice. Both meetings are open to 
the students, 


Bod Gets Active; 
Passes New Statutes 


Fifteen new statutes were 
passed this week at the regular 
meeting of the Board of Direct- 
ors, 

Among the major bills passed 
was one providing that the fac- 
ulty representative to the Student 
Senate (BOD) will be appointed 
or elected by the faculty (College 
Council) rather than seiected by 
the BOD itself, Other recently 
passed legislation has provided 
that this faculty representative 
will also represent the faculty 
on the Board of Finance, 

Another approved bill pro- 
vides that officer lists of all 
recognized ASSSC organizations 
*‘shall be property of the ASSSC 
and shall not, without the consent 
of the individuals involved or the 
express permission of the ASSSC 
BOD, be disclosed to any non-col- 
lege person or organization nor 
to any people connected with the 
college whose interest, in the 
opinion of the associate dean of 
students (activities and housing) 
or the ASSSC President, or their 
agents, is uncertain, contingent, 
or doubtful. Also these lists shall 
not be displayed or made openly 
available in any public or semi- 
public place,”’ 

The editor designate of the 
State Hornet was removed as a 
delegate to the BOD retreat in 
the BOD regulation governing 
the annual trip taken by the 
in-coming and outgoing student 
leaders, 

Another 


bill removes the 


ASSSC treasurer as a member 
of all executive boards and their 
respective committees and sub- 
committees, since other legis- 
lation has abolished the post of 
ASSSC Treasurer, The duties 
of the treasurer, and his position 
on all committees, will now be 
filled by the AS Vice President. 

The editor of the Herky 
Handbook will now be appointed 
by the coordinator of the Ex- 
ecutive Board for Orientation, 
according to another piece of 
legislation passed by the BOD, 
Previously the BOD selected the 
ediotr. The ASSSC President 
must still confirm the appoint- 
ment, 

The chairman of the faculty 
committee on commencement 
planning will serve as advisor to 
the senior activities committee 
as provided by BOD Bill 68 pas- 
sed by the student legislators, 

The ASSSC Vice President will 
no longer serve as chairman of 
the Awards Committee under the 
provisions of a newly passed 
Statute that designates that the 
Chairman of the Student Senate 
(BOD) will appoint a Senate stu- 
dent member, who shall be ap- 
proved by the Senate, who will 
serve as chairman of the com- 
mittee, This Senate member will 
prepare the awards budget and 
present the selection procedures, 
as recommended by the previous 
year’s committee, to the Student 
Senate for approval.

State Senator Schmitz Speaks 
Series Planning On State ‘Fair’ Housing Laws

So-called ‘‘fair’’ housing laws 
make the government the insti- 
gators of a forced contract, and 
thereby violate the concept of 
limited government on which our 
political system rests. 

Thus ran the argument of 


State Senator John G. Schmitz 
as he spoke on ‘‘Forced Housing 
Laws inCalifornia’’ this Wednes- 
day in Draper Hall. 

The Orange County legislator 
emphasized the point that our 
‘*free market economy” is built 
upon the idea of the free contract, 
vet a contract is no contract if 
one part been forced into 
it. Schmit: ntended that in not 
allowing property owners to dis- 
criminate in any manner they 


choose in tho sale oftheir homes, 
the govern: it only forcing 
contra :ts pening the way 
for a unimited seizure of the 
lib. 5 oi the individual citizen. 


Our founding fathers, Schmitz 
sugge ted, realized that govern- 










ment should be limited and 
incorporated this idea into 
political principles ‘‘thattrans- 
cend technological change’’ and 
are just as viable today as in 
the eighteenth century. 

Schmitz contended that there 
is no conflict between ‘‘property 
rights’’ and ‘‘human rights’ 
since property has no rights, but 


the right of property is one 
of the foremost human rights. 
Without property rights, other 
rights are meaningless, Schmitz 
said 

Confronting the specific 
problem of ending housing dis- 
crimination, against Negroes, 
Schmitz said that once their eco- 
nomic problem of providing more 
jobs is solved, the free market 
economy will solve the problem 
of where they will live. 

Schmitz maintained that 
Negroes, like anyone else, have 
a right to property, but not the 
right to any specific piece of 
property regardless of the will 
of the present owner. 

The real solution to the pro- 
blem of discrimination, Schmitz 
claimed, is to mak? minority 
groups so desireable that other 
groups will want to associate with 
them. 


Schmitz has authored a bill 
repealing the Rumford (Fair 
Housing) Act which has been 
voted out of committee, passed 
the Senate, and is now being 
debated in the assembly, (Another 
bill by Schmitz, repealing the 
Rumford Act and the housing 
provisions of the Unruh Act was 
tabled.) 


Schmitz pointed out that tech- 
nically Propositon 14 did not 
repeal the Rumford Act but added 
a se:tion to the State Consti- 
tution making the Rumford Act 
and the housing provisions of the 
Unru Act unconstitutional. 


The State Supreme Court then 
ruled Propodition 14 unconstitu- 
tional on the basis that this new 
section of the constitution itself 
was unconstitutional (with refer- 
ence to federal law.) Schmitz 
argued that the Court is supposed 
to make rulings within the frame- 
work of the State Constitution, 
but is not to rule on the consti- 
tutionality of the framework 
itself, That, said Schmitz, would 
be within the province of the 
federal courts. 
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Sorry, but I don’t believe in mice Rohring. 

The premier one-hit pitching performance of the Boston Red Sox’ 
rookie Bill Rohr did little more to me than confirm my fears that 
major league baseball is about to lose it prestige as our national 
pastime, 

BORING 

Why such a brash statement? The answer to this lies in another-- 
the game is boring: pitchers are dominating it. 

Speaking as a former pitcher, I admit it is enjoyable to watch 
a commanding performance take place on the mound once in a while, 
I even envy men such as Rohr who can break the unwritten laws of 
experience in baseball with a brilliant breaking-in ceremony. 

SPECTATOR 

However, speaking as a spectator, a role more important to me 
now, I must say that I enjoy a game featuring an abundance of runs 
and general good play and management. Currently the managerial 
aspects of the game are superb, as are the defensive fielding and 
play making. Unfortunately, neither of these two remaining strong 
points of baseball maintains the ability te excite onlookers nor 
win games for the ‘‘home team.’’ No drop-ball, curve-ball, knuckle- 
ball, or spit-ball can replace the sheer joy or panic of : a late or, 
for that matter, early inning rally of four or five runs. 

As the major league teams stand now, four or five runs in a game 
almost certainly means an extra notch on the win column of the 
standings for a team, Three runs per game meets the meager average 
requirement for most teams, and these runs are coming in at a rate 
of one for approximately every two hits. 

TURNED OVER 

This point brings me directly to the one basic fault of most players 
today--the one that turned the reins of the game over to the pitcher. 

It is, of course, the home run, 

Everybody loves a home run, Everybody, that is, except pitchers, 
Batters, as a well accepted rule, don’t like opposing pitchers, A 
home run, therefore, is the answer to any problem a batter might 
wish to solve, either with his batting average or a personal grudge. 
Batsmen, by "knowing pitchers hate it, fans adore it, and statistics 
feed on ‘it, have begun concentrating more and more on the home 
run, End results of this practice, clearly demonstrated this season, are 
an over-anxious over-swing followed by an over-miss, To watch 
Willie Stargell swing is to know what that boy is after. Half of his 
hits have been homers, and with six hits for 50 AB, so what? 

Until batters perfect the home run swing they have obviously 
been working on, we will continue to have low scoring games covered 
with such headlines as ‘“‘GIANTS BLAST REDS 5-1.” To me, nothing 
below eight runs constitutes a blasting, and anything below five 
constitutes a bore, 

PERFECT 

If the time comes when batters do perfect the home run swing, 
one main conflict in baseball will develop: pitcher vs fence, A large 
scale Home Run Derby (remember that game that died in two years’) 
will ensue and die in a couple of years, 

Far fetched indeed is the last premise offered. Premises, however, 
cannot detract from the facts; and the fact remains that baseball 
has encountered a skid. Who 30 years ago would have believed the 
great game would ever come to that? 





NSA Thought CIA Scandal Would 
‘Be Over in a Day’ Says Speaker 





‘“‘When the thing blew, we 
thought it would be over in a 
day.”” This, according to Steve 
Sunderland, former chairman of 
the National Student Associa- 
tion’s Academic Freedom Com- 
mittee, was the reaction of NSA 
members when Ramparts Maga- 
zine published an article con- 
necting the organization with the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

Sunderland, in talking to a 
handful of students and faculty in 
the Little Theatre yesterday, said 
he had found out about the re- 
lationship between the NSA and 
the CIA six weeks before the 
story; others said it was true, 
Sunderland, though, convinced the 
story was true and knowing of 
Ramparts’ forthcoming story, in- 
formed other NSA members and 
tried to plan strategy for re- 
leasing the news to the public, 

Fear and distrust within the 
group, he said, led to indecision, 
Some wanted to deny Rampart’s 
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story; others wanted to let the 
truth come out, The upshot of 
the confusion was that when the 
story broke, the NSA said it did 
not know if the story was true, 
and that it was investigatiug the 
reports, 

Sunderland neither approved 
of nor condemned the CIA 
involvement, He said that there 
was no evidence of student in- 
volvement in espionage for the 
CIA, but did not discount the pos - 
sibility, 

The future of student involve- 
ment with the CIA is uncertain, 
he noted, “The CIA is still in- 
terested in international unions 
of students, because foreign pre- 
sidents of these organizations 
often go into government,”’ 

When asked of the fate of 
the NSA, Sunderland said, ‘‘NSA 
is now fiscally sound without CIA 
funds,..but it is dead internation- 
ally, People wiil not talk to any- 
body from NSA overseas,”’

In response to three state- 
ments quoted in last Friday’s 
paper, let me say this: 1, I 
did file a statement of expenses 
(though it was at 8:45 a.m.

Editor of the Hornet, Sir: 

Your editorial concerning 
capital punishment asks, ‘‘ When 
laws are enacted for the welfare 
of society at large, then why 
should one individual be able to 
challenge the law of the major- 
ity and declare it void?” Ex- 
ecutive clemency is rooted deep- 
ly in history and legally estab- 
lished in virtually every society 

‘lying the supreme penalty. 
ln a fifty-year period (1900- 
1949), for example, the British 
Home Secretary exercised the 
prerogative of mercy in 45% 
of 1200 death sentences pro- 
nounced, Mitigation of the pen- 
alty is a right not normally 
accorded to judges and juries, 
for it involves humanitarian con- 
siderations which the legal pro- 
cess cannot encompass equitably, 
The need for such relief is es- 
pecially urgent in the face of the 
narrow confines imposed by the 
1843 decision in the M’Naghten 
case, 

The existence of executive 
clemency implies a recognition 
by society that there is a dif- 
ference between LEGALITY and 
JUSTICE, Your editorial asser- 
tion ‘‘that justice has not been 
thwarted merely because (capi- 
tal punishment) may seem of- 
fensive to some’’ betrays an ig- 
norance of this difference, 

The Governor’s abdication of 
responsibility by absenting him- 
self from clemency hearings is 
his LEGAL right. However the 
best interests of JUSTICE most 
certainly are not served by it, 
His excuse that he is not a 
lawyer is ludicrous when one 
considers that clemency powers 
arise from the need to escape 
the unfeeling coldness of the law,

You claim in your chilling edi- 
torial of the April 14, Hornet 
that we ‘‘created and fostered’’ 
the law for our own protection, 
but that now we feel that it is 
a monster and a gross injustice, 
In the first place, no one is alive 
today that had anything to do 
with declaring murder a crime 
in California. Inthe second place, 
it is not the law but the punish- 
ment which we feel is unjust. 
In the third place, so what? Is 
it not our responsibility to 
eternally examine our laws, and 
change them if they are in fact 
unjust? Are we simply to accept 
what is because it was done 
in the name of the people? The 
California Supreme Court does 
not think so, 


It is exactly because Governor 
Reagan COULD have stayed the 
execution, not that he SHOULD 
HAVE done so, that gives rise 
to my own anger. He did not even 
attend the clemency hearing, for 
he obviously felt that his duty to 
the Academy Awards presenta- 
tion was more important than 
a man’s life. Hedismisses all the 
responsibility of his office under 
the clemency power, and he dis- 
misses all his responsibility as 
a human being by simply stating 
that: “I am not a lawyer,” ‘T 
am an ass,’’ would have been 
more accurate, 


Both vou and the Mr. Reagan 
ask, ‘‘who is the Governor to 
overrule the courts and the law 
and the people?’ That is 
ridiculous, and only proves that 
neither of you understand the 
clemency power. The Governor, 
in granting clemency, overrules 
no one but the sentencing judge, 
the criminal is still guilty of 
his crime and only the sentence 
is changed, It is further an act 
of mercy which certainly does not 
require a law degree, an which 
is not beyond any man, even our 
Governor. 


Death is not THE punishment 
prescribed by law, it is only 
one of several alternatives. And 
since the death sentence, once 
carried out, is irreversible and 
thus automatically implies that 
the legal process is perfect, it 
should then be abandoned, The 
process is a process of men and 
doomed I am afraid, to their 
own imperfections, cases where 
executed men have been later 
proven innocent occur far too 
often (once would be too often) 
to justify such blind faith in our 
legal system. Why not simply 
have life imprisonment without 
parole as a substitute for the 
death penalty? The cost of such 
a system is minor compared to 
the loss we face in killing an 
innocent man, that is, unless 
balancing the budget is your only 
guiding principle, 


In any case I am sure that 
Aaron Mitchell died all the 
happier because he knew he was 
dying ‘‘under the full guardian- 
ship of the laws of California’ 
and that one half hour after his 
death the state would question 
the sentence! I find it difficult 
to conceive that any man, least 
of all you, Mr, Editor, could find 
consolation in that!
